1H& MOON’S VOLCANOES. 


Causes of the Gigantic Craters and 
Great Fissure Eruptions. 

It Is evident to any one who glances 
upward at the moon that its volcanoes 
are on an immensely larger scale than 
those which stud our globe, One ex- 
planation, now abandoned, is that the 
force of gravitation being there only 
one-sixth that of the earth the matter 
expelled from a crater would be spread 
far more widely, and explosions would 
be generally on a far more maguificent 
scale, Professor Pickering quotes this 
theory only to refute it In some com- 
parisons which he made between the 
great volcanic region of Hawaii and 
one of the smaller craters of the moon. 
The facts seem to him to be that the 
larger craters on the moon came into 
existence when the thin, solid crust 
covering the molten interior was, ow- 
Ing to the solidification and contraction 
of the crust, much too small to contain 
the liquid material, The craters wore 
therefore formed by the lava bursting 
through the crust and #0 relieving the 
Pressure. Later, after this relief had 
been found and the crust had thicken- 
ed, the interior regions by cooling 
shrank away from the solid shell, 
which was now too large and, being 
Insufficieutly supported, caved in, per- 
mitting the great fissure eiuptions 
which produced the #0 called tunar 
seas. These extenalve outfows of lava 
dissolved the original solid shell when- 
ever they came into contact with it, 
much as they do in the present day ip 
Hawall, Had the moon been much 
emaller these eruptions might not have 
occurred at all, and if the moon had 
been much larger their relative size 
would have been greater. Most proba 
bly on the earth similar outbursts were 
greater, and our original gigantic cra. 
ters were destroyed by the outflow of 
the earlier archale rocks which com- 
pletely submerged and dissolved them,

“Musical critics sometimes complain | 
of what they call the roughness of an 
orchestral performance without always 
considering that the cause may be 
found In the tnstruments rather than 
in the performers.” At least so says the 
leader of a St, Louls organization. 

“There was some eriticiam of the or- 
chestral numbers given at a concert last 
winter, but I know that the fault was 
hot that of the men eo much as of the 
instruments, Almost every player has 
at least two, sometimes three or four, 
instruments, and one at least is the 
best be can afford to buy, This is es 
pecially true In the case of the strings, 
for accidents will happen, and to be pre- 
pared agninst them string players have 
usually two or three violins-ove for 
ordinary work, like teaching, dancing 
and rehearsing, and a superior violin 
for solos and concerts,

ing of the concert tn question the

The Osculatory Process Denounced 
by Scientists as Extremely 
Dangerous— How the Dan- 
ger Can be Removed. 


A keen disousion is being carried 
on by some of the best scientists as to 
the danger and ‘crime’ of kissing, led 
by Dr. Somers, Health Officer of At 
lantio City. and Dr. Nalpasse, of the 
Medical Faoulty of Paris.
